A Tenumre ATTEMPT AT Munrpep—A
Mas's Wirg CONEPIRES 7O TAKR NER Huspsinp's
Li¥s.—This morniug, hesrmg of a nichinl
atiempt to murder one of our citizens,
pur reporter reoired to the scone of the ocour-
rence, No. 417 Goukill street, and got posses-
sion of the following facts from the gentleinan
himsell on wbhom the murdor was attempted.
Mr. Hull, the person in guestion, who keops a
barber saloon In Chevnnt street, near Boraw:
berty, eave us the followin ; part culars con-
cernIng the atw it uu wes e, Me, Hull [s »
white man, ased about 40 years, His statement
5 s follo ws:—

“A plan wad Inid to murdor me for my money Ly &
man named Wiloem Durker iwliste man ), and Jane
Hull, my wiie, Last night when I eswe nome, at a
Ity mttor twelve o'c ock, | yonpd be Leht vearly
out m the cellar Kiclien, whirte o leal was nseallv
kept 1 did pot go aown stairs, but wont up 1ito my
bedroonm nnd neb w wife wial was the mululer
with the Jamp, and sha smd it was out of order 1
toid hor | wonld go down to go to tho Witer-g oseat,
She followed me down, nud «ho then went down
gtairs. When 1 relurned I fouod the haght sl dim-
mor, and sho bad vonos up simrs, | had turnsd to o
up stairs when she ealied 10 me to go down m thoe
gellar to get the hght, and I tmancd to go dowu’ '

This stairway into the cellar vlwchen waa very
narrow and dark. At the foot ol the stairs there
is n doorway leading into o small vanlt, In this
place there were two coloted men concenled,
nrmed with hatobots. Mr, Hull continues:—

“I haa just passed (he vault door whaen I heard a
slight wowe meioo; 1 tarned, whon they jumped out,
and one of toem struck me on tie head with a
hatobot, kuocking e down In the opposite corner
olthe reom *hen, wien T was down, he Jumpod on
m: aud t potiied mo: he held me #0 tcht
cvou'd pot bunwo ou. ount finally 1 recovered my
stremgth and threw him off, and ored wurder ! and
got up sud hoistod a window openine into the sireot
when ey both ran no siairs,  One of them ran into
the waler ¢oset and the other Into the second slory
frout room and coperaled imeell in & closct: the
onethat struck me wis 1m the wawor-closet; it 14
stated that thoy were 10 get 8800 to murder me, and
thoy would get the key o' wmy sale; tnoy werp
cmp'oyed by Wilnm Barker; there was alio o
] hne en the twmble mnear the  bod,
sup to be to tie meal they did not succoed in
the oellar. One colored man sinted that alter the
murder be was to got the key ot the fire-proof from
my pockel. He alko stated that mv wife placed the
hatohet in bis hard and ooncealed him, Yesterday
moming at the breakinst table, my wife staled that I
wowla be & dead mab within 1our weeks or two
montha The plan wa+ laid two or throe days aeo.'

The above 18 taken down from Mr. Hull's lips,
and on the #pot of the occu rence,

The neighbors stated that the negroes were
seen coming inlo the honse in the early part ot
the afternoon. At the hearlog at the Station
House, Union slreet, below Fourth, they (the
negroes) recoguized Barker ws the man who
emploved them.

Yestoraay, also. Barker was seen by others
talking to these negroee,

When the ofticers arvived My, Hull's wife got
up, and wanted to know what thoy wanted, as
there was no one lnthere, and the officers had
to burst open the door. The oflicers making
the arrest, and 1o whom credit should be glven
for their timely appearsnee on the spot, were
Sergeant Pearson and Oilicers Bayletts, Jeifries,
and Shreiber,

At the hearing befor: Alderman Swilt the two
pegroes, Jdohn  bap-iev  snd
Conleasced. warker,  who
Sevanth ana Soubh stroets, Mes. Hoatl, sad the
two uegroes, were comunted to answer the
charge of attemjpied murder.  Mr, ITull received
a very severe cut over the right temple, but s
now doing well. The negroes left a pair of old
shoes 1 the cellur kitehen.

Mr, Hull is a very mild, inoffensive man, and
ia weli konown ns one of the bust amateur
chequer-players in the United States. He lad
In lﬂs possesaion, 1n the gate at his honse at the
time of the sttewpted murder, about #3000
worth of United States bonds, the ts of muoy
yoars savings.

Johunron as n Desput and Usarpern,

From the Raleigh Stondard, '*

We leary, and indecd the tact 1s admittod by
the Sendonel, Lhe organ of Governor Wordh, that
the long knd abie arguument recently publishod
in the Wihailagton Jowrnal, aguinst the New
Constiturion and the powers o the Inte Htate
Convention. and copied with o0 much gusto by
the Becession preas o1 the Stuie, 18 irom the pea
of Chael Juspoe Koflin, We regeet we have not
epiee Lo lay this argument $in il belore our
eaders, but we give the lollowing extracts,
whioh will afford some idea ol s intent and
sparit.  The Chie! Jugtice says:—

‘*1 consider whnt thls 15 o Constitution, be-
cause your Convention was not a legitimate
Coonveution, and hud o power (o make a Con-
stitution tor us, or {o alter thut which we bhad
and have: and that it cannot be made a Consti-
tiion, even by popelar suuetion. 11 those
poritions be correct, it pught vo be reiectad by
the people, as the ewsiost, simplest, sna wmost
etickent methon o seiting the poants at rest,
and avording many peralexing sod awngerous
questions beiore the Judiciary, [ objeet to the
orgunization ol your body as a Conveution,
because it was calléd without the consent ot the
peopde ol North Caroling by the President ol
the  Uniesd States, or under his orders—
an  actk of clear and  despotic  usurp-
pation, which could not give the body any
authority to bind the State or 1t inbabitants.
1t it be swd ¢he President, or bis aatrap—his
Governor of a Province—did not l, or
tather congtitute (he Convenlion, buc the
delegates were elected by the people, and
thereby the body was duly constituced, 1 deny
ity directly and positively, Mr. Johuson re-
quired & conventiou to perlorm certaln apecitic
wota; to unnul the ordinance of secession, and
tender o returs to the Unioo, or claim its con-
tinued existence under the Constitution of the
United States: to emancipate the slaves, and
ordaiu that slavery sball vever herealler exast
in this Biate, and w repudiate the Siate ‘war
debt.' All rthese were done; the two first
promptly and in  satisinctory terms; aod
the third ot the last moment, under sub-
jection and in conformity o orders, alier
having once refused Lo adope the measurd, Al
WS ne, | say, that was required, and Mr.
Johnson proclanned that he had got all he
wanted: that we were back a2 & State and wizht
choose our Representatives in Congress tn con-
tormity to our rights as & State, and to our law
vegulating elecuons, Was there anything more
tor that Convention to do? Were thoy chosea
for sny other purpose, even by those who were
nllowed to vote tor members? How dare they,
then, go on to trame a Consitution, a law tor
all time, which is to be binding on those who
elected thom for other ends,and 4150 on taat large

on of the patriots aud heroes —"*unpar-
doned Robels"—who were not allowed to vote at
all? Tue pretension is without parallel of pre-
cedent until the present term of radicsl sssump-
tion of power in # dominant military or nume-
rical mejority, without respect tor rights or the
Constitution, A8 fur a8 they safely can, aod
whenever they can, the people ought Lo reswst
that pretension. This they can peacefully do,
when called upon and allowed to vole; and |
trust they will do s0 on this occasion without
commetion, in support of the great principle of
buman liberty—that a people have che right to
make their own Constitution, and not be made
subject to one imposed on them, by foroe or
fraua, by an extraneon: power, or by a fraction
of their fellow-oltizens,”
